BETTER THAN CURING THEM 


When chiggers grow older 
they 
reform, mend their ways and cease 
to be the seasonal source of annoy­ 
ance and JnconvenicTice 
to 
many 
victims which was characteristic of 
of their flaming youth. 
A chigger, 
F 
(\ Bishopp of the Unted States 
Department 
-of 
Agriculutre 
ex­ 
plains. is the first or larval stage of 
a large red velvety miet which 
is 
entirely 
harmless 
wheat 
mature. 
Contray to the popular impression 
chiggers do not burrow 
into 
the 
skin and require extraction for re­ 
lief. 
The 
chigger, minute in 
size 
though, it is. is capable of injecting 
a considerable quantity of poisonous 
material into its host, and it is this 
poison that causes all the 
discom­ 
fort. the persistent itching that fol­ 
lows chigger bits. 
Destroying 
the chiggers does 
not 
-eem possible, the Bureau of Ento- 
moloogv says, in areas which 
are 


c o v e r e d 
with 
woods 
and 
under­ 
growth. but preliminary studies by 
the bureau indicate 
they 
can 
be 
checked in the vicinity of homes and 
camps by clearing away the under­ 
brush. vines, and weeds from such 
areas, keeping the grass cut 
close, 
and by 
following 
these 
measures 
with applications of flowers of sul­ 
phur or veyr fine dusting 
sulphur. 
It appears, the 
bureau says, that 
from 5 to 10 
pounds 
of 
sulphur 
scattered over an ordinary city lot 
will give a high degree of control, 
sometimes from a single treatment, 
but it is usually best to repeat the 
application two or three times 
at 
inervals of one to two weeks. This 
is especially necessary 
when

applications are followed by rain. 
Humans are by

the chigger. Nor 
mally they feed 
upon small wild 
animals, including 
snakes 
and

may attack birds 
1 hey are a pe-t of considerable im­ 
p o r ta n t to poultry, and are espe 
dally troublesome on late hatched 
chicks and turkeys. 
Heavily nifset- 
ed chicks soon become droop 
and 
drowsy, later may show 
symptoms 
of paralysis, and quit 
(»frequently 
die from the attack within a

ri vs. 
Early hatching usually pre 
vents 
losses 
of 
poultry. 
Ijate 
hatches should be kept out of high 
grass and brush when chiggers are 
prevalent. 
The use of sulphur 
as 
described gives some protection, but 
usualy if the chicks an« brooded by 
a hen and allowed free range 
they 
will become infested.

the chiggers are inclined 
to attach 
in dense masses on the parts of the 
body less covered by down or feath­ 
ers, and a light dusting with

phur will give .some relief. 
No method h a s

giving an entirely satisfactory pro­ 
jection to people. 
When going into 
places where chiggers abound, 
the 
bureau advises that it 
is 
well

wear high-top shoes over the trous 
ers, or 
leather 
leggings. 
Dusting 
the body and underwear with flow­ 
e rs of sulphur will give a high 
de­ 
gree of protection from attack. 


Fighting quackgrass is about 
as 
mean a .job as any 
that 
exists 
on 
American 
farms. 
Experience 
has 
I proved that it is almost impossible 
to eradicate the 
grass 
completely, 
¡once it gets a start and extends its 
rootstocks in the fields and that ordi­ 
nary cultivation is just about as bad 
as leaving 
the weed 
alone. 
About 
the best thing to do, therefore, when 
it infests a farm, says 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture, is 
to learn to live with it by checking it 
from time to time so 
that the fields 
may be cultivated. 
The.ideal weather for killing quack­ 
grass is hot days 
and 
cool 
nights, 
with just enough moisture in the soil 
to keep the grass growing. 
In mid­ 
summer. say in July, when the grass 
becomes sodbound and the plants are 
in bloom, the roots accordingly are 
weak. 
This is the time to plow just 
deep enough to get to the bottom of 
he rootstocks. 
Turn the furrow flat 
arid cover the leaves completely, and 
then let the field alone for about ten 
days, or until new 
shoots 
appear. 
When the new growth is an inch high, 
give the ground a thorough, 
cross­ 
wise harrowing, preferably 
with 
a 
springtooth harrow, and bring to the 
surface as many rootstocks as possi­ 
ble. 
Continue this 
operation 
wdth 
each new growth until frost. 
The field should remain rough over 
winter, so that the rootstocks will be 
exposed to frost. 
In the spring, loos­ 
en the rootstocks from the soil and 
plant a cultivated crop, such as corn 
or soybeans, that may easily be culti­ 
vated in rows.

Lyon, so he went directly to Jeffer­ 
son City and issued a call for 50,000 
men. 
Knowing that Lyon was close 
on bis trail be then set out for Boon- 
ville w here the S tate 
troops 
were 
gathered under M arm aduke. 
By the 
17th Lyon arrived and defeated the 
troops assembled there. 
The latter 
hastily 
retreated tow ard southw est 
Missouri, and General 
Price, 
who 
had been sationed at Lexington, p re­ 
ceded them hoping to unite with the 
A rkansas troops 
Jack so n ’s plan was 
to go to Southwest Missouri, recruit­ 
ing men on the way there, and 
then, 
aided by General Price, to train them 
for organized w arfare. 
Lyon could nut follow immediately 
from Boons iile owing to a delay 
in 
securing wagons and supplies, and la­ 
ter he was kept back by high water, 
so part of the Union troops at S p rin g ­ 
field w as ordered to cut ofi' 
Price’s 
retreat. 
Colonel 
Franz Sigel 
was 
placed in charge of a detail 
of 
1100 
men, and 
im m ediately 
set 
out for 
C artilage where he 
hoped 
to 
meet 
Price. 
On arriving 
at 
C arth ag e 
Sigel 
found that Price had already passed, 
so he deckled to 
march 
northw ard 
and engage Ja ck so n ’s 
forces, 
thus 
preventing his ¡joining the forces in 
A rkansas. 
They m et at Coon creek, 
about tw elve miles north of C arthage 
on Ju ly 5, and hastily form ed a line 
of battle. 
G overnor Jackson placed 
W eight- 
inan’s brigade ami Bledsoe’s battery, 
I which included the fam ous “ Old Sac- 


line of sp ectato rs”. 
In spite of the fact that Sigel was 
outnum bered nearly four to one 
he 
advanced boldly to within eight hun­ 
dred yards of the State troops, then 
opened tire 
with 
his 
two twelve- 
pounders and six six-pounders. 
The 
fire was returned by Bledsoe, General 
Raines moved with lus 
cavalry 
on 
Sigel's Hank, hoping to scrround him, 
but the la tte r prevented this by 
di­ 
recting a hot tire on hte cavalry, and 
by retreating. 
He continued this un­ 
til he was near C arthage, and 
p er­ 
ceiving th at the town was in possess­ 
ion of other State troops by this time 
and that he was greatly outnum ber­ 
ed. he deckled upon a retreat to Sar- 
coxie, hoping to find 
protection 
in 
the woods along the route. 
Form ing 
his regim ents into a hollow square he 
stubbornly fought his way, all 
the 
time being constantly 
harrassed 
by 
the 
pursuing 
S tate 
troops. 
Soon 
darkness came, and Sigel was able to 
make good his escape. 
The loss to the Union forces was 
13 killed and 36 wounded and to the 
S tate forces 10 killed and 64 wound­ 
ed. 
The result of the battle was to 
retain a foothold in southwest 
Mis­ 
souri for the State, 
later 
Confed­ 
erate, troops. 
This paved 
the 
way 
for the subsequent victory at 
Wil­ 
son’s Creek on A ugust 10, and made 
training of 
Confederate

Of course the elem ents of good re ­ 
ception should perhaps be m ore close 
ty observed In sum m er than in winter.

Selecting the signals from a ata 
tion of adequate power, located not 
too far distant. 
It is well th at the 
station have a repuation for careful 
m aintenance, and be quite free from 
the criticism s of poor tra n sm itte r op­ 
eration. hap hazard m onitoring, vary­ 
ing power, serious fading, wave length 
wobble, and oth er signs of poor broad­ 
casting. 
Fading, it goes without say ­ 
ing, Is usually a condition beyond th e 
control of the broadcaster, and may 
just as well be c harg' d up to the lo­ 
cation of the listener. 
2. 
Selecting high quality program s, 
and especially featu res with sufficient 
"body" to cover up such static back­ 
ground as may exist even with high 
signal level. 
It is well to note th a t 
algnal level Is o n e thing, and sound 
level is another. T h u s a dance orch es­ 
tra or concert baud is a better feature 
in com b atting static interference than 
a string trio or a violin solo. 
S. 
It is well to be co n ten t with 
reasonable volume. 
W hile it is true 
th a t the volume control of the radio 
set increases or decreases everything 
issuing from the loudspeaker—static 
as well as sig n a l—proportionately, it 
is a m a tte r of how much background 
noise may be present before the lis­ 
te n e r 
become» 
fully conscious 
and 
even irritated by its presence. 
By be­ 
ing satisfied w ith reasonable volume 
during the days of high static, we may 
reduce the background noise to a m ini­ 
m um . The power of tra n sm itte rs is not 
reduced during the sum m er months. 
H ence in m ost localities th ere is am 
pie signal stren g th from leading ata 
tlons to ride well above the usual 
•u m m e r static, with the exception of 
the occasional th u n d ersto rm
